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From tho geyser there is a plain view 
of Heeln, that awful volcano tiiat has so 
often threatened the vei-y existence of 
the people of this unfortunate island. It 
is interesting only on account of its his- 
tory, and looks bo much like other 
mountains that, unless you were a geol- 
ogist, you could not tell it from hun- 
di'eds of others. Being 5,36i feet high, 
it has particular charms for Englishmen, 
who seem to be born with a hereditary 
propensity to climb, but as most of ti^o 
ponies that have attempted to climb it 
came dow-n vnth a ntah over its treach- 
erous pumico-Iiued sides, no sane Amer- 
ican has yet boon uji to its top. About 
the time they celebrate the next miUen- 
uial hero, when thoy put up a Jacob's 
hidder, as they Iiave it at Mount "Wash- 
ington, and introduce a railroad, with 
calcium-light ofl'ects, as the Imvo ot 
Vesuvius, Americans, I have no doubt, 
will bo quite frequent nt the summit. 
Their representative is there now, for it 
is a favorite screeching place of tho 
eaglo. Tno reputation of Heola is like 
many others — more tlian her duo. She 
is heard of in all lands, yet Skapta Jo- 
kul has done twice as much in a volcanic 
way, and little is known about her. 

In my reminiacences I was almost for- 
getting about Skapta Jokul. Skapta 
may be said to occupy tho soutlnvestorn 
portion of Iceland. She is no ordinary 
hill, for she has pre-empted a space 
bigger than Ehodo Island for herself. 
It isn't that slie is so big as that she re- 
quires so much room for what she don't 
want. Skapta's greatest effort was per- 
formed in 1783, seventeen years after 
Hecla had done the best she knew how. 
Tho reading of the account of Skapta's 
work will invigorate the imagination, 
for she gets away with anything the 
)jeiiny-droadful author ever thougut of. 
Abou't the beginning of Jime, of tho year 
named, tho usual prolimmaiy noise be- 
gan in the neighborhood of the mount- 
ains, and on tho 8th of the month a 
great volume of smoke and ashes spread 
over tho whole district of Sida, gomg in 
the direction against the ■wind. On the 
lOtli the river Skapta overflowed with 
fetid water and then suddenly disap- 
peared. Fire broke out on the mount- 
ain, and two days later a stream of lava 
came oozuig out of tho dry bed of the 
river. Notwithstanding that the channel 
was GOO foot deep rnd 200 wide, the lava 
overflowed the banks and inundated the 
Meddelland country, lifting the gi-ass as 
it went as water would float a ttlm of oil. 
Tho stream finally floated into the Med- 
dolhmd lake, filled it up, and thon di- 
vided into two streams, one of them 
again seekuig the course of tho river 
and finally leaping, maddened and hot, 
into the sea, over tho gi-eat cataract of 
Slapafoss, whose brink la 300 feet above 
tho sea level. Tho other stream, after 
truvorsing a wide section of lowland 
cmiiitry, found a lino of least resistance 
in the 'Hverlislliot river bed. This last 
Ktream of lava, as far as it has been sur- 
veyed — tliere is much of it, how much 
no one Imows, in a cotmtry over which 
no man has ever been — is forty mUes in 
length and seven in width. Thot which 
wont over tho cataract is fifty miles long 
and fifti-eu broad. Tho lava ceased to 
lliiw in August, and the convulsion end- 
ed with a grand earthquake. For a 
whole year it continued to rain cinders 
and dust !iud thousands of acres of grass 
laud Avere buried and withered under the 
liot showers. It is estimated that 190,- 

000 sheep, 28,000 horses, 11,000 cattle 
luid 0,000 men died as a result of the 

1 inption. Since thon there has been 
nothing worth uieutiouingin the volcano

The Terrible Jpcllagra. 

It is about 150 years since the pellagra 
niadc its appearance in Europe, first in 
Spain, afterward in France and Italy, 
and later in Greece and other countries. 
In Italy tho scourago has assumed vast 
proportions. In the province of Bor 
game alone, m the year 1878, at least 
20,000 persons, it is calculated, were af- 
flicted with the terrible epidemic, almost 
10 per cent, of tho agi-icultural popula- 
tion of that provmce. The oflect of ths 
malady is a complete degradation of the 
physical and intellectual powers. The 
greater part of the victims either die in 
the lunatic asylums and hospitals or 
commit suicide, leaving tho seeds of the 
malady (a sad heritage) to their childi'o;'. 
This 18 a terrible plotura.raiiiil Signo:- 
Alborghetti, a member of the Provincial 
Commission of Bore«mo, from whose 
report, lately publiblied, I gather tlu' 
above particulars, advocates the nio>i 
urgent and Btringeut mea.siu'es ou the 
part of the Goverumenl to arrest the 
ravages of the disease. As it litis l>oen 
incontestalily proved that the pellagru 
made its appearance and increosed willi 
the increased cultivation of mai/.e, that 
— whatever the diflerenceof soil, cliuiate, 
race, social regulations, iminiiers and 
customs — those places only iire iulecled 
where tho food of the agricultural p()i>u- 
latiou consists chietly in niiii/c tlmu' in 
the shape of polenta or breiul, and tiiat 
even those already afl'ectcd with the 
malady are speedily cured it their iliet 
be varied with meat, vegetables, etc., 
Signor Alborghetti advocates a radical 
reform in the food of the agricultuaal 
laborers. Ho proposes that economical 
kitchens, superintended by provincial 
commissions and reprulatcd according to 
the size of tho parishes and the mimliei 
of iiorsons alllicted with tho di.scasL-, 
should he established, and that medical 
otticors of the parish, at the first sign of 
the pellagra invading a hitherto un- 
touched district, shouid have the power 
to give tickets to the agricultural labor- 
ers, enabling them to jiartake of tlic 
benefits of such economical kitchouK. 
This, 'he says, is tho best, most rajuii 
and efllciont woy toput an end to th.. 
epidemic. — Naples Cor. f.ondoji Dui!;i 
Ncius.

Tho Legal Sill. 

To riiK I'liMrou:— 'I'here arc .several 
private bills before the llouso foi ail- 
mission of various persons to the legal 
profession. These applications may 
bo divided into two classe.s, those who 
having been legally qualified to act as 
solicitor.^, cannot under the existing 
acts be called to the bar;and those who. 
have no right, legally or otherwise, to 
admission. The gentlemen who come 
under the iirst eiass can be dealt with 
by an amendment to the Legal Pro 
fe.ssions' Act — a iiill for which pur- 
[ 0^0 is now in Mr. Armstrong's hands, 
as J am informed. With resp(!ct to the 
second class it becomes a queslion of 
.serious importance whether it, is right 
or judicious to alter the e.>£istiiig Inw 
on the subject. Under the present 
law any person can (inter liimsoH' ;is a 
student at law upon showing a moder- 
ate acquaintance with the subjects of 
an ordinary education, and after hav- 
ing given such a period to the study of 
law in its practical as well as its tlieo- 
rotical working as has been hold by 
Canada and England nece.s.sary for llie 
purjiose he can apply for admission to 
practice in the Supreme and other 
courts. Provision is also made for 
persons who Iiave acquired experience 
in law by )U'actical Icnowledge. There 
are several gentlemen at the pre.sent 
time who are studying law under these 
regulations and who will be entitled 
upon examination to be called and ad- 
mitted. Why should all the regula 
tions which in older countri(;s are con- 
sidered necessary be ignored in British 
Columbia? The whole Province is in- 
terested in maintaining as high a stan- 
dard as possible for lawyers, because 
ignorance in this profession afl'ccts the 
community at large. Tiiere has been 
no necessity .sliown for thcso bills;there 
has been no exclusion exercised, and 
no one qualified has been rejected. The 
House would not, I suppose, grant the 
dignity of doctor of medicine or divin- 
ity to any one who applied for it by a 
private bill, merely on his pas.sing an 
e.xamination. There is no law exoluding 
any one who chooses practising before 
the county court or police court; all the 
law society aims at is that those who 
desire to practice before the supreme 
court should have a legal training and 
show their Ctness for the position. It 
is from the bar of the pravincc that the 
fature occupants of the Bench are 
hoped to be selected; but if tho bar can 
be filled up by persons nominated by 
the House of Assembly it will forever 
exclude any member of the legal pro- 
fession in this province from looking 
to a seat on the Bench as an object of 
legitimate ambition. Lev.

Was your letter to Mr. Walkom dated 
18th Feb., 1880, advising the order ofjlOO 
tons of cQinont written by you at tho sug- 
gestive of Mr. Walkem or nny„ ono else ? 
A. I think not; I hare no recollection at 
all of it. 

Why did you not in that letter give 
your reasons for advising the purchase of 
that 100 tons of cement, and did Mr. 
Walkem accept tho advice without ques- 
tion as to the necessity of it ? A. I stale 
in that letter that it was advisable to or- 
der 100 tons because I anticipated the 
early comnienceniont of dock construction 
when I fancied although I do not so state 
in tho lettter that it would ho desirable 
to have some freshly imported cement in 
case of any running water being found in 
the foundations, 'i'ho cement, however, 
was not ordered at that time. 

You have given your reasons now for 
giving the advice you did in that letter, 
but my question was, why did you not 
at the time give your reasons to Mr. W.il- 
keiii, was it that yon h.ad so firm an opin- 
ion of his knowledge on dry dock matters 
that you thought it not worth while ! A. 
I believe I did tell Mr. Walkem the rea- 
sons why I Biiggestcd the desirability of 
onleringthe cement, vij., on account of tho 
probability of finding running in the 
foundations, I cpnsider Mr. Walkom's 
opinion on dock matters a very good one 
and thoieforo ho could appreciate my sug- 
geation. I cannot say why I omitted add- 
ing in the letter what I believe I told Mr. 
Walkem verbally. 

Did Mr. Walkem at any time assist you 
in any way, cither verbally or otiierwise 
in shaping your correspondence on dock 
matters ! A. As head of his department 
I have of course consulted with him on 
matters pertaining to the dock, and he 
has at times suggested slight alterations 
from my original draft. 

Is that the full extent of the assistance 
he has given you and has not your cor- 
rospondenco some times been made to 
order ? A. I have received but very 
little assistance from tho C. C. of L. and 
W. in the way of correspondence and 
can safely stale none has boon made lo 
order, that is, to write what I did not 
mean. The C. C. has liowevor often 
requested me to make reports to him. 

In your letter to Mr. Walkem of 23tl: 
Feb. '82 you state that the several 
amounts of cement mentioned by you in 
your letters to him were merely what 
would bo retiuired in the immediate fu- 
ture and not the total amount for the com- 
pletion of Iho dock; does that statement 
apply equally to the quantities Mr. 
NValkem in liis evidence said you liatl ver- 
bally recommended him to gel A. I 
believe my recommendations to obtain 
further supplies of cement were made by 
letter only as regards the amount lent to 
the corporation and 100 tons besides. The 
remaining qu.antities referred to by Mr. 
Walkem I rocnmmoiided verbally should 
bo ordered as I was quite sure the amount 
would be rcipiired, although .at that time 
T had not made a calculation of the full 
amount required, and at that time I was 
expecting to hear from tho engineer's in 
chief on theqiiestion to whomlhad written. 

Is it a fact that you told Mr. Walk em 
in Oct. or Nov. last that 760 tons of ad- 
ditional cement would not be needed to 
finish the dock, but that it could not be 
wrong to got that amount, as what would 
be over could easily bo sold, the quality 
being good? A. I remember when the 
matter was disussed Mr. Walkem asked 
mo how much more would bo required. 
1 .said I did not know for certain, but that 
as much again as the original stock which 
I snppoise is the 750 tons lio refers to 
would bo wanted. I certainly don't re- 
member that I ever said 750 tons would 
not be needed, nor do I remember any 
remark being made about selling what 
might be left. 

As a practical engineer can you giv« a 
pr.actical reason why the government 
should in the first instance have made the 
purchase of cement they did or why the 
supply of tliat article should not have been 
part of the contractoi-s' obligations ! A. 
1 can give no reason why the government 
undertook to supply the cement any more 
than why they purchased the pumps or 
why the collerdam and dock were not let 
as one job. This answer I bog to state is 
taking a practical view of the matter. 
Thoro may however have been strong and 
good reasons that I know nothing of for 
taking thocourae adopted. 

Then as a practical engineer you think 
that if tho work had been let in one con- 
tract and the contractor required to pro- 
vide all material, subject of course to pro- 
per inspection and supervision, tho dock 
could have been much more economically 
built than under present arrangements it 
can or will be ( A. It is hardly fair to 
expect me to say what a contractor might 
have offered to do the whole work for; 
[loasibly the dock might have cost more 
than it will, but I think it would have 
boon fnr bettor if the dock could have 
been let as a whole. 

As an engineer with your intimate 
knowledge of tho Esquinialt graving dock 
what is your estimate of the sum for 
which the dock could have been complet- 
ed had it been let in one contract, and 
how miicli will it cost as it is now being 
built! .\. I wish this question to stand
